U.S.C. 112, 2nd Paragraph, however, would raise new issues that would require further consideration, new matter, and/or search of the 
prior art. The proposed claim limitations "in a database, wherein said fingerprints in said database are produced by application of at 
least one different manipulation to one or more different cell lines of different cell types" would be rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 1st 
Paragraph 'New Matter'.
